When a hen becomes broody and 
hliows that slie is in earnest by re- 
mauiuig on her n(>st lor two or three 
nights she may safely be trusted with 
the eggs, provided she is allowed to sit 
In that nest. If she is to be set In an- 
other nosr. as is usually the caso. then 
she should be removed to the new nest, 
preferably after dark, given a few nest 
eggs and shut in to prevent her fron: 
returning to the old one. if she sits 
quietly on llie nest cu'lis slie sliould b' 
taken off on tlie evening of the fol- 
lowing day and the ejrers to be Incubat- 
ed placed hi the nest. On bohiR freed 
she will probably reuiiii to lior old 
nest. If so ;:he should be carried bad; 
and set quietly on. the eggs, when she 
will immediately feel them beneath her 
811(1 s( itl(> (I'lWii to t-over tliciii. 

Turl;i-.\ hi'iis ili> not ordinaril.N" <-ouie 
«ff for feed and water more tliau onca 
every two or three day.<!, but when 
confined they should be given en op 
portunily |o < iiuic off vwvy day. Otca- 
siidiiilly a iiu'Ucy lion «loes not coine 
off at nil, .'Old in sur li case she sliould 
be taken off once a day, its otherwi^'i 
she will die on the nest. 

A dust balh is j;i*ea11y enjoyod l>y sit- 
ting hens aud helps in Iceop tliem free 
from vertiiiii. ^ViKll(• (.dim is f. :zood 
feed, and fresll water and grit should 
always be accessible. 

I.ice are a f;rt'at auuiiy.-i-K O to sittL'ij 
hens uud ;i!0 one of tlie v. tjr.-t enemies 
of young poiiUs. To i)ro\ ont tlu'ir ji^'t 
ting a foothold the hen should be du.-^t 
ed thoroughly with some good lice pow- 
der before slie Is pl.K od on tiie neat, 
ftnd then bcilh the lien and nest shc-ild 
be similarly treatod once a week for 
the first three w'eeks of tlie incubation 
period. The nesting material should 
be kept clean, and if the eggs become 
dirty they should be washed with a 
soft cloth dipped in lidcewarm water. 
Just before the poults are to hutch the 
old nesting material slionld be r^^laccd 
'With clean Ktraw.

'iherc i.s every reason to believe that 
this proi>ai;anda, which now has the 
gi-eatcst promise of success, will result 
in pi.iclng mure than 1,000 families 011 
garden jilots before the planting sea- 
son Is over A?rco.1y more than 200 
have been assigned to vacant property, 
and the good work is going on. 

With the help of the newspapers a 
degree of enlhusinsm has been aroused 
that is briushig out the gardeners in 
great numbers and also has aroused 
property owners to the real merit of 
the propaganda wliich has resulted in 
geuerous donations of land for garden- 
ing purposes. 

Land which heretofore has been the 
repository for cans, trash and ashes 
or has been iierniiitcd to gff»w up in 
v.eeds this! \i'ar has been turned un- 
der the plow and a little later will 
shoot forth the first indications of what 
it is lioped will l)e a bountiful harvrst. 
The thin;: that has luade the campai-ru 
this j-ear a ;;cnuhie suc.-ess is the in- 
Queuce j^f a strong civic organization 
behind 'tlio movement to back up the 
demand of llie gardeners for the tise 
of the vacant property. And with all 
the "success the plan is not nearly so 
eomprcheusivc as one that can be

The real estate board in this cam- 
paign toulc entlioly upon its own shoul- 
ders the burden of a( t'ug as a clearing 
bouse for the gardeners and the propj 
erty owners. It was the ml.<ssion ©( 
the board to put these two In com- 
mmiication with each other with the 
ultimate object_of plaoing the gardcuci 
on the vacant lot. 

The present hish ccst of living, ol 
coiu'se, helped to bring fut the gar 
doners. It is one of the things thai 
have giveu added inventive to success- 
ful gardening, and m.iny oCCercd to pay 
rent for the lots, Kut in no ( aso would 
the board handle li t.s on this basis. 

A call for doiialiuns of property to 
be used for gardening i>u:'poses was is 
sued through the iiress and a clrcnlai 
letter sent to each iiu;iuber of the real 
estate board. Thi.s request brought a 
SUi'prlsingly prompt and bountiful ra 
spouse. Vacant lots in ail parts of tbt 
city were listed, and the only require 
ments made by tlie property owner?: 
was that in case of sale or improve- 
ment of the property the gardenfai;^ 
privilege might l)e revoked. 

The veal estate board committee in 
."harge of the propa'caiida made a gcu 
oral rule in coniieciioii v. ith all lots do 
nnted for gardening purposes tlint .n 
least one line of flowers should b( 
planted along the lot line fronting tin 
street. This regulation ap)M!ed to al 
lots except boulevard plots, where it 
was required that ten feet of blue grasf 
must be cultivated from the propert.v 
line back. At the point where tht- 
blue grass ends tlie customary row of 
flowers wao reanircd. 

It Is easy to see what a large scope 
the campaign is taking. The actua 
assignments being made by the rea 
estate board represent caily a smaii 
per cent of the real gaKk'niug that 
Is being stimulated Iiy the propa 
ganda. Back yards iu all parts ol 
the city suddenly are being cleanoti 
up. Many persons have obtained pri 
vately the privilege to garden vacuui 
lots and have started work on them 
and of hundreds of these the boarO 
has no record because the assignments 
were imt cleared tliroii.fh the boaiC 
othee, ultliougli the garden was Klim 
iihited by t!ie publicity attending tha 
real estate board's work.

In most parts of the United 
States trees are desirable jsini-e they 
prevent tho road from bccoijliing as dry 
and dusty as it would \<|itliT)nt Ibe 
shade which they afford. [ Trees or 
shrubbery along cuts previ«nt the ob- 
struction of the road by dr fliu^' snow 
to a large extent. Jiodded Ijanks oxer- 
grown with grass, besides Ifeing pleas- 
ing to the eye. prevent erosjfon and. In 
sandy soils, help retain the sand ir- 
place. To secure good side driiiunijfe 
the ditches mu.st be ia-jit free from 
weeds and brush, the'-c*:;y •••o.itiy ?m 
proving the road from u p cc-tjeai and 
aesthetic standpoint.

There are flae[s next the altar in 
churches. All of which goes to show 
that we have got over that wholly 
illogical spasm of three years ago 
when every one was saying "Christ- 
ian nations at war? Ic means the 
end of Christianity." 

It has not meant the end of 
Christianity. But neiiher h:i> it 
produced the revival of religion the 
first few weeks of war seemed to 
presage. In London and Pans vice 
IS again rampant and churches by 
no means thronged. Fuar, which 
brought crowds at the beginning, 
has subsided. Some say that skepti. 
cism gains ground. A misure of 
prayer (all but the more liberal 
mindeil call it a misure) has tended 
to undermine faith. A mm prays 
that his son maj- live, and reads his 
sons name next morning in the ca- 
sualty list. The man across the 
street ridicules prayer, and his son 
comes home alive. In England 
there is a standing joke about a 
Tommy who said, "Bill ,e 'prayed 
like, ell an, ,ad ,is bloomin, ,ead 
blowed orf." 

P'erhaps it is fortunate that war 
does not automatically produce 
revivals of religion. They seldom 
last. N*Q one pretends that they 
list. There are those who think 
they do more harm than good. 
But this much has been made clear 
by the experience of warring Eu- 
rope': Religion has oat dechnedt 
even if it has failed to acbive a bril- 
liant advance. In certain instances, 
notably that of H. G. Wells, the 
war has awakened in the* individual 
a profound and wholly new realiza- 
tion of spiritnal values. Such in- 
stances are sporadic, however, and 
nothing thus far apparent would in- 
dicate that our American churches 
are going to have their work done 
for them by the mere upbeavel and 
emotional turt^pil of war. Condi- 
tions have changed. The net result 
h PS not. ^ 

On the whole, as we see it, the 
church ploblem is the old and diflfi- 
cult and at the same time fascinating 
prbleHa of making human nature be- 
have as It IS not inclined to behave. 
— Chicago Tribune. 

The Regime of Dishohor. 

Wftedii <hade ptwticl -his reply ta 
Pope Benedict's peace proposal add 
much force to this scathing declara- 
tion of the president: "We cannot 
take the word of llie presLiut rulers 
of Germany as a guaranty of any- 
thing that is to endure. Unless ex 
plicity supported by such conclusive 
evidence of the will and purpose of 
the German people themselves as 
the other peoples of the world would 
be justified in accepting." Without 
such guaranties, be added, no treat- 
ies of settlement, no agreements of 
disarmament, no covenants to set 
up arbitration as a substitute for 
force, if made with the German gov- 
ernment, conld be depended upon 
now by any man or any nation. 

The government that permitted its 
agent to make secret use of the dip- 
lomatic representatives of a suppos- 
edly neutral power ,Sweden, to adivse 
the destruction of the property and 
lives of citizens, not of an enemy 
country, but of Argentina, with 
which the relations of Germany were 
outwardly friendly, Is beyond the 
pale of civilization. The latter dis- 
closure of the moral turpitude of the 
German ambassador in Mexico is of 
the same general nature. 

President Wilson is right. The 
word of the present rulers of Ger- 
many cannot be taken on guaranties 
of enduring peace unless supported 
"by buch conclusive evidence of the 
will and purpose of the German 
people themselves as the other peo- 
ples of the world would be justified 
in accepting. 

The Menace of Royalty. 

In earlier periods of the history of 
the world king.=; aod queens in many 
cases may have served useful pur- 
poses. Inthe present stage of woild 
development, however, royalty at 
best is an expensive luxury. The 
best uionarchs are those who func- 
tion only in ceremonial capacities, 
leaving to chosen representatives 'of 
the people all the real powers of 
governm'=tit. Such monarchies, of 
which that of Great Britain is the 
most conspicuous example, have 
social uses and help to connect the 
present with the past ia a way that 
is considered helpful by some. But 
the pomp which they supply is very 
costly and cannot be considered 
worth the price by lovers of democ 
racy. 

Wherever hereditary yctOuucha 



exercise real powers of government 
they are a constant menace to free 
instVutions. The government of 
Sweclen is a limited monarchy. The 
king exercises power? of importance, 
though he is su! ject to far greater 
control by the jwedi .h parliamenta- 
ry body than is the German empei- 
or by the reichstag. 

The great majority of the people 
of Sweden are democratic in their 
instincts and in sympathy with world 
moi^ements for democracy. But the 
royalty of Sweden -^nd the Swedish 
junkers uphold autocracy wherever 
it is und-T attack. The support giv- 
en the German government by the 
royal house of Sweden is due in part, 
one must think, to the fact that the 
consoit of the king of Sweden is a 
(German princess. In this case, as 
in that of Greece, the royal family's 
kinship with German royalty has 
been an important factor in influ- 
encing the attitude of the gove>n- 
ment against the wishes and the best 
interest of the people. 

Sweden has nothing to gain from 
the pro-German attitude of the roy. 
al household. On the contrary, its 
welfare is seriously endangered by 
that attitude. The Swedish people 
have been ill served m this respect.

of told broiled steak or roast 
beef in oue inch cubes; then 
cover with boiling water, add one-half 
onion aud (o ;k slowly one hour.

IJ-jII in Hour, 
efig and crumbs, fry in deei) fat, drain 
and serve witli tomato sauce and hot 
biscuit. 

Itiilian Beef.— Melt two tablespoou- 
fuls i)f butter in a frjing pan and add 
one onion sliced thin. Cook until 
browned, then add ea« and one-half 
cupf uls of steweA t—nTf tomatoes and 
let boil slowly for tfteea minutes or 
until slightly thickened. Add ono and 
one-half cans of eooked macaroni and 
bring to a boll. Just befM* serving 
add two cnpfuls ot left over roast beef 
rut fine. Heat through, but do not 
tioil. fc'erve at once. 

I'resscd Meat.— Purchase any desired 
amount of tlank or rib meat, wash, 
place In a kettle, cover with water aud 
boil until very tender; when done 
drain, remove the bones and skin and 
pack in a di>li where It can be pressed 
by weighting the cover. When cold 
slice aud serve. 

Fillet of Beef.— Wipe, remove fat, 
veins and any tendonous portions; 
Bkewer In ehajie and lard upper side 
with grain of meat (if you do not wish 
to take trouble to lard Jillet your butch- 
er will do it for you). I'laee on a racli 
in a small pan, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, dredge witli flour and put In 
bottom of jian small pieces of pork, 
Bake twenty t<» thirty nunutes in hot 
oven, basting three times. Take out 
ekewer, remove to hot platter and gar- 
nish with watercress. Serve with 
mushrooms or horseradish sauce.
